According to the 1967 Al¬ 
manac, UFOs continue to be 
a subject of active contro- 
versey, not only here but in 
other countries. The U.S. Air 
Force, who was given the 
job of checking out these re¬ 
ported UFO’s, has deter¬ 
mined that the great ma¬ 
jority of sightings are sim¬ 
ply misidentification — us¬ 
ually of high-altitude bal¬ 
loons, satellites, aircra f t, 
meteors, planets and stars 
an.d more unusually, mir¬ 


ages, strange weather ef¬ 
fects, and even swamp gas. 

However, the USAF ad¬ 
mits that there still remains 
a small number of reports 
classed as very puzzling 
and bizarre and' they have 
these cases carefully ex¬ 
amined by corps of scien¬ 
tists. Many reports come 
from highly respected citi¬ 
zens of above average intel¬ 
ligence, and naturally some 
come from out and out 
‘kooks.’ 

To make a long story 
short, after much investiga¬ 
tion and research on UFO 
reports and pictures it ap¬ 
pears that Mr. Kass does not 
feel that there is any real 
concrete proof of ‘flyi n g 
saucers’ and he repeats his 
offer “to pay $10,000 to any¬ 
one who can produce the in¬ 
controvertible evidence that 
even one UFO is an extra¬ 
terrestrial spaceship.” His 
convictions are such that he 
has offered to risk his life 
savings with the phil o - 
sophy: “Talk is cheap; pu,t 
your money where your 
mouth is.” 

Well, all you believers 
and non - believers (and 
those of you who are still 
■u.ndeciddd, too) what do you 
think?

Twelve women volunteers 
from a church on the south 
sid e of Los Angeles today 
offered to help wait on cus¬ 
tomers at super market 
checkstands without ,pay in 
event of a Retail iClerks Un¬ 
ion strike. 

Their offer, Robert K. Fox, 
president of the Food Em¬ 
ployers Council, Inc., said 
today, was promptly accept¬ 
ed and they were placed at 
once in training at one of 
the supermarket centers, 
which are recruiting r e - 
placement clerks. 

The names of the volun¬ 
teers were not disclosed and 
the church was not identi¬ 
fied but Fox assured news¬ 
men that they are bona fide 
and that their offer was 
made and accepted in good 
faith.

You Were There, Mort 

The House Ways and Means Committee has been 
urged by Mortimer M. Caplin, a lawyer, to end the "plain 
inequity” of permitting tax-exempt organizations to con¬ 
duct commercial businesses on which they pay no taxes. 

He cited operations “in straightforward comeptition 
with taxable businesses,” such as churches that own busi- 
nessse ranging from phonograph record distribution to 
the manufacture of women’s girdles; universities running 
“department stores euphemistically called bookstores” and 
tax-exempt organizations of all kinds — even incuding the 
Girl Scouts — that collect income from advertising in 
their publications. 

The inequities of our entire tax system are both ob¬ 
vious and long standing. Most taxpayers would welcome 
a thorough overhaul and an elimination of inequities. But 
a great many of them, even those with farily short mem¬ 
ories, will be inclined to wonder why Mortimer Caplin just 
now is becoming the Ralph Nader of the un-exempt tax¬ 
payer. They might fairly ask: 

"You were there, Mort . . . what did you do about 
it as chief of the Internal Revenue Service in the Ken¬ 
nedy Administration?”

Hurting Those Who Hurt 

The idea of a minimum wage appeals to many peo¬ 
ple. It has the sound of protective interest in those who 
are hurting from an inability to make their way in a 
highly complex and competitive economy. 

But like so many pat phrases, “minimum wage” can 
be cruelly deceptive. Rather than protecting, in too many 
instances it hurts those ostensibly designated for its bless¬ 
ings. As Professor James Tobin of Yale University has 
put it: 

“Employers can be required to pay higher wage rates 
but not to hire workers on whom they take a loss. The 
likely result of an increase in the minimum wage is to 
increase unemployment and involuntary part-time work 
among the very groups the measure aims to help.” 

Jacking up the wage floor, of course, automatncally 
elevates the pay scales of those on the higher levels of 
the labor structure, and unions often have been accused 
of supporting minimum wage increases — as they are 
doing now — for just that purpose. Whatever the motives, 
the results can be disastrous to vast numbers of those 
who are unemployable at certain wage levels but who 
could at least have the dgiinity and the much needed 
financial assistance of work at a compensation equitably 
commensurate with productivity.

SENSING THE NEWS 


A Quiet Sunday 


As holidays go, perhaps Easter is imbued with more 
of a feeling of peace and tranquility than any other. This 
year Easter falls on April 6. The simple pleasure of the 
children’s Easter egg hunt will be combined with Christian 
observance of the resurrection of Christ. 

One of the greatest pleasures of Easter is the aware¬ 
ness of the new spring season that it brings to all of us. 
The quietness of Easter Sunday somehow seems to muffle 
the normal riscordant clatter of everyday life. For a few 
hours, we can find composure in small tasks and small 
enjoyments. The tree-lined streets of many communities 
are a haven of solitude on Easter Sunday. The flowers 
and the songbirds, which go unnoticed and unheard by the 
average passerby during a noisy weekday, are suddenly 
there as reminders that natui'e and its creatures have no 
fear of the city. 

The origin of the customs of Easter go back to anti¬ 
quity, as does the symoblism of the Easter egg. Whatever 
Easter meant to the ancients, the gentle touch of Chris¬ 
tianity has added a special meaning for modern man that 
makes itself felt on one quiet Sunday of each year.

Faith In Our Youth 

A new type of youth group is roaming the streets 
of Ann Arbor, Michigan. It calls itself the Gillnet Gang. 
Its members describe themselves as "guerrillas for good.” 
As the Altoona, Pennsylvania, Mirror observes, "... the 
Gillnets roam Ann Arbor streets at night doing some 
rather odd things for a youth gang. On one recent night 
they painted a bridge, which had been covered with ob¬ 
scenities. On another, they boarded up an abandoned house, 
which had been a dangerous but popular rendezvous for 
neighborhood children. They made a number of adults 
ashamed of themselves by filling downtown planters, which 
had remained barren of flowers because of a squabble 
over which group was responsible for them.” 

An assistant professor at the University of Michigan 
is frequently consulted by the gang for advice. He con¬ 
cedes that some of their activities are “extralegal.” To 
this, the Mirror concludes, “Some will undoubtedly say any 
extralegal approach smacks of the vigilantes of old. But 
who will argue that the Gillnets are not providing a com¬ 
munity service no one else seems capable of giving?” Per¬ 
haps there’s ground for retaining a little faith in humanity 
after all.

‘Divorce’ Out? 


There’ll be no more divorces in California if legis¬ 
lation introduced by Long Beach Assemblyman James A. 
Hayes becomes law. There’ll be “dissolutions of marriage.” 
And, according to the bill’s author, they’ll be less acrimon¬ 
ious and fairer to all parties concerned. 

One thing they won’t be is easier. 

Under the Hayes measure there are three grounds 
available for receiving a dissolution: incurable insanity, 
conviction of a felony, and irreconcilable differences, which 
are defined as those grounds determined by the court to 
be “substantial reasons for not continuing the marriage.” 

Other sections of the bill would porvide for equal 
division of community property, except when economic cir¬ 
cumstances require that one party should be favored, and 
alimony dependent upon financial ability, length of the 
marriage, and the ability of the supported spouse to en¬ 
gage in gainful employment. 

Hayes feels that alimony has been used by the courts 
“as a means of punishing the spouse who is found to be 
at fault.” His legislation would remove the punitive aspects 
from divorce and “eliminate the necessity for bitter testi¬ 
mony which has caused children to choose up sides and 
thereby suffer severe traumatic injury.” 

Divorce is an unhappy institution at best, and any¬ 
thing that can be done to remove inequities and protect 
injured parties should be given careful study.

In recent months, Senator 
George McGovern (D-SD) 
and a pack of “hunger 
hunters” in the U.S. Senate 
have had a field day trying 
to present rural America, 
especially the Sou them 
States, as a region of star¬ 
vation. In. recent weeks, for 
instance, Senator McGovern 
called on the U.S. Agricul¬ 
ture Department to use food' 
surpluses in "places like 
Beaufort, S.C., where the 
children get half the cal¬ 
ories they need each day — 
and the worms eat much of 
that.” Indeed, the Senator 
has had home success, for 
he pressured the federal 
government to step up its 
food stamp distribution in 
Beaufort. 

Hunger is the "big thing” 
politically this year. A num¬ 
ber of politiicans apparently 
believe that it will pay off 
at the polls. Overnight, 
some politicians are discov¬ 
ering malnutrition as an is¬ 
sue. 

Now, the fact is that mal¬ 
nutrition exists in some 
areas in the United States. 
There is hunger. Everyone 
knows that. It isn’t neces¬ 
sary for a politician to 
make a big discovery out of 
it. To be sure, the problem 
of malnutrition is a limited 
one. It has been blown all 
out of proportion by the 
politicians and the sob sis¬ 
ters of the New Left. 

The relevant questio n s 
are: why are some children 
hungry in the richest na¬ 
tion in the world? What 
should he done about it? 

If anyone is hungry in 
America, it is not because 
the system is wrong or be¬ 
cause community loaders 
are hard-hearted. Never in 
history have so many peo¬ 
ple been, so well off in any 
nation as in America to¬ 
day. The vast majority of 
Americans know that the 
free enterprise system is a 
truly workable system. They 
obtain the fruits of their 
labor. More than that, this 


is a generous society in 
which we live — generous 
to a fault. 

Every community has an 
abundance of church, vol 
unteer and civic agencies 
that seek to help those who 
are in want. It can’t be 
argued that affluent Ameri 
cans are indifferent to the 
plight of the needy. 

So why are there hungry 
children? The answer to 
that is ignorant, shiftless 
and morally irresponsible 
parents. Take Beaufort 
County, for example, which 
has been singled out for 
criticism in the mass me 
dia. It isn’t a hardship 
county. On the contrary, it 
is th P site of major mili 
tary installations, with big 
payrolls, and has a large 
tourist business. Thousands 
of Beaufort County residents 
enjoy a good life. But like 
hundred's of counies In 
every state in the union, it 
has a small element of peo 
pie who haven’t adjusted to 
a selif-reliant society or 
who prefer a dependent ex 
istence. 

If on e looks at these pov 
erty pockets around the na 
tion, one finds women with 
six children by as many 
fathers, homes with color 
television but no heating 
stoves, houses with big cars 
parked outside but no 
plumbing — not even a 
sanitary privy. One finds 
children whose mothers and 
fathers have moved to big 
industrial cities and sent 
their youngsters home to be 
supported by aged grand 
parents, men and women 
who buy a couple of quarts 
of liquor on payday but no 
beans and bacon. One finds 
people who represent the 
third generation on relief. 

A county or state govern¬ 
ment can’t bo blamed for 
the problems of such people, 
including the hunger. The 
federal government — the 
New Deal, Fair Deal, New 
Frontier, Great Society — is

In the recent sensational 
“hunger” disclosures, the 
Nixon Administration has 
been persuaded to loosen 
rules govern in 7 distribution 
of food stamps. But the fed¬ 
eral government could give 
away millions of dollars 
worth of food stamps and 
still not eliminate .poverty 
or the tragedy of hungry 
children. Last year New 
York City alone had 870,000 
people receivi n g relief 
check. There is no end to 
dependency and to give¬ 
aways. 

What is needed is order 
in th e life of the hard-core 
poor. Able-bodied men must 
be compelled to work in¬ 
stead of lying about the 
house except when they go 
d'owntown. to pick up their 
welfar e checks or go to the 
liquor store. The "permis¬ 
siveness’ ’that is much dis¬ 
cussed today is especially 
unfortunate with respect to 
those on relief. Lacking 
self-discipline, the hard-core 
poor need to be subjected to 
external discipline — re¬ 
quirements that they clean, 
their dwelling places, ob¬ 
serve sanitation rules and 
spend their money — the 
aid' they receive — on food, 
not booze. This is what 
should be done, but will it 
be done? It is time that 
leaders sneak up who will 
“tell it like it is.”
